THE PROGRESSIVE 


The trouble with most reform move- 


ments is that they go to extremes. Dur- 
jng the last, decade a spirit of genuine re- 


rose np in the Middle west. It came 


be known as the Progressive move- 


jment. 
In "Wisconsin it organized itself 


{into a political group. 


This reform T?rave in its beginning was 


frith in proper bounds and had for its 
purpose a laudable program. It; was con- 
' cerned largely with conservation of the 
'country's natural 
resources, some of 


: which were being exploited tmdulv by pri- 
•rate interests. It held to the idea of 
more thorough railroad regulation. 
It 


• favored certain political changes which it 
contended "would bring about a larger in- 


• terest in public affairs and a larger meas- 
ure of pojpular government. It opposed 
' the excesses to which tariff legislation 
had gone. 
It was for larger economic 


freedom and a wider measure of social 
justice, along such lines as better wages. 
better working conditions, protection of 
child labor and emphasis by the courts on 
human rather than on material values. A 
very considerable part of this program 
was put through, mostly to the welfare 
arid advancement of the country. 


The divisions and feelings aroused by 


.the war caused those who had been con- 
spicuous in the Progressive movement to 
lose their heads. 
They had not made 


themselves in politics or public life what 
they had desired, and it appeared to them, 
with the balance of power they finally ob- 
tained in the senate, 
the time was 


. ripe to capitalize social and economic dis- 
content to their political advantage. They, 
.therefore, brought forward not Progres- 
sive but radical and even revolutionary 
schemes. They came out flat-footedly for 


i government ownership of the railroads 
| and for an amendment to the constitution 


I to permit congress to re-enact legislation 


l the supreme court held unconstitutional. 
r.They supplemented this with fervid at- 
' tacks upon imaginary ownership of the 
, American government by the money pow- 
'er, and sharpened 1heir swords against an 
Alleged dominion of monopoly. 


The election proved that they were on 


(the wrong track. 
It proved that the 


(.American people think more of the con- 
stitution, their institutions and the social 
and economic freedom they have than 
these politicians believed. It shows that 
the people do not believe that progress is 
to be attained through socialism, through 
abandonment of the constitution or any 
radical alteration, in the government sot 
•up on the constitution. It shows the peo- 
ple do not think that progress is to be at- 
tained by nationalizing the railroads. 
It 


shows they did not gn c numb, credence to 
the charge that HIP president and th*> gov- 
ernment were owned by AVall street, or 
that there is economic slavery 


True progress consists, as it did before 


the flection, of a constructive and not a 
destructive program. 
It means advance- 


ment under the ronstitnucm and fanhfnl 
adherence to thf m^nintions i h n r 
have- 


made America preeminent among nations. 
It means conservation of human beings 
along with conservation of propertv re- 
sources. 
It means frustrating the efforts 


of special intciests to secure undue tariff 
favors, extending to business and indus- 
try the widest latitude for development 
nnd profit, subject only to such regulation 
ns prevents unfair dealing. nnd exploita- 
tion of the consumer through dishonest 
and illegal practices. 
It means the en- 


couragement of enterprise and initiative 
nnd control of the so-called money power. 
so far as that may bp possible, for ;!m ]f._ 
jritimate uses of commerce, industry and 
EL 


agriculture. It means certain reforms in 
the judiciary that will remove justified 
complaints. 
It means law enforcement 


without fear or favor, and careful regard 
for productive enterprise and the wage 
and salary earner alike in taxation. 
It 


means economy in government as contrast- 
ed with the waste and extravagance of 
the past. It means greater efficiency and 
loyalty in public service. 
Finally, it 


means the cultivation of a deeper appre- 
ciation of American liberty, a more intel- 
ligent understanding of American bles- 
sings, a finer patriotic sense and n nation- 
al spirit sufficiently broad to ad'nit of ac- 
cepting our" international responsibilities 
and our obligations to promote the peace 
and happiness of the world at large. This 
is progress, not what was masqueraded 
under the name in the recent campaign. 


THE STOCK MARKET 


The election has given a great spurt to 


stock gambling. 
The public should lend 


its assistance to the movement to shove 
the market up at a rapid rate with great 
caution. 
Stock values are not going to 


run much higher than they are now ex- 
cept on air and promises. Their actual 
value will increase only with the improve^- 
nient of business conditions and their 
earning power. This is not likely to be 
realized in anything like the degree of in- 
flation the stock market promoters are try- 
ing to inject into them. 


Undoubtedly the stock market is go- 


ing to be strong for some time to come. 
It will remain strong indefinitely if prices 
are kept within reason. 
Over-specula- 


tion, however, is apt to producB a bull 
movement that all the buying in the world 
cannot sustain. 
The great danger in the 


present situation is that some foolish peo- 
ple are going to bid up prices to a point 
whether there is certain to be a reaction. 


The buyer should not forget that pric- 


es are bid up for profit taking. He should 
not hold too long nor buy too often. 
It 


is like all other times—a good time to let 
the stock market alone on margins. 
The 


present "Wall street orgy is going to cost 
the American people hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 
Be careful you are not one of 


the suckers.

QUICK LUNCH FOR A SHORT LIFE. 


Diabetes, which is apparently increasing in fre 


quency in America, is "only functional." It is no 
an "organic" disease, at least not by the usua 
criterion. It is a functional impairment meiely 
a failure on the pait of certain groups of cells (is 
lands of Langehans) m the pancreas to seciete 
enough insulin into the blood stream."*"!! seems that 
a certain 
minimum quantity of insulin must be 


constantly present m the blood to insure the com 
bustion of enough fuel (blood sugar) to meet the 
energy requirements of the vital functions. 


Consistent with the best scientific knowledge we 


have of diabetes at the present, the principal cause 
seems to be just hurrv. Not the "high tension" of 
business or social life, nor the general speed' mania 
which we affect in America, but the common habit 
of hurried eating. The habit of hurry in eating— 
or the custom, as we like to call it—comprehends 
ovei eating, that is taking more food than, is neces 
sarv, as •well as insufficient mastication and the 
abuse of beverages, to wash 
down 
unmasticated 


~ood. These errois of hygiene are- comprised in the 
famous quick lunch. 


The carbohydrates (starches and sugars) In veg- 


etables, cereals and fruits and dietary items made 
from, them, particularly require thorough mastica- 
lon.

The pit-sinker is one of the most 


romantic figure^ in the mining world 
His work Is extrenielv dangerous.
